Houses do g et run down at the 
heels and soon become dated and 
outmoded 
by 
the 
new, 
modern 
methods th at arise in the building 
world, but basically m any an old 
house is better constructed than 
some of the recent ones, and by 
the substitution of new er details 
m ay be broug ht up to date. 
One of the way s to do this us to 
replace the cumbersome old wood 
trim carried around the door and 
window opening s as well as the 
old baseboard. 
This m ay be done 
by removing the old trim and re­ 
placing with the new narrow line 
trim th a t g ives a room sucn a 
neat appearance. 
But before re­ 
moving the old trim, be sure to 
consult a carpenter to find out if 
the new trim m ay be readily in­ 
stalled 
and 
w ithout 
too 
much 
patching of the walls under the 
trim. 
Miracles m ay be w roug ht by 
reflooring one of the older rooms 
and 
replacing 
the 
old 
flooring 
with a new finished floor of the 
usual ty pe or by using one of the 
new factory -finished floors of a 
parquetry desig n. 
Replacing the old, worn out and 
dang erous stair treads is advisa­ 
ble for m any accidents have oc­ 
curred on stairs where the treads 
have become hollowed and worn 
a t the point where one steps on 
the tread. 
A new balustrade on the stairs 
tnay rejuvenate a hall, anl a new 
m antel 
will 
chang e 
the 
whole 
ch aracter of a room. 
Bookcases 
also will add a new and practical 
note. 


DAMP BASEM ENT 
D am pness in basem ents m ay be 
improved. 
It m ay be overcome 
by painting the inside walls with 
a g ood w aterproofing compound. 
If the walls 
are cracked, 
the 
cracks m ust be filled. 
If surface 
seepag e strikes throug h the m a­ 
sonry , excavate a space one foot 
wide all around the outside walls 
down to the footing s. 
R epair the 
cracks in the walls. Then paint 
the outside walls 
with 
pitch or 
w aterproofing 
compound 
and 
place a tile drain around the en­ 
tire footing s and fill in the trench 
with g ravel or broken stone. 


WARM AIR DUCTS 
I t 
is better, 
in installing

w arm air heating plant, to place 
the ducts th a t carry the hot air 
on the inside walls for then they 
are not chilled from the outside 
temperature and in addition, the 
leng th of the horizontal run in 
the 
basement 
is 
considerably 
shortened. 


SMALL HOME DESIGN 
A small home should not be the 
reduced copy of a larg er and cost­ 
lier dwelling It is better to keep 
the required fundam entals of de­ 
sig n and plan 
very 
simple, but 
quite practical in the small home. 


JEWEL OF A HOUSE 
BASEMENTS 


This is a little jewel of a house 
th at only has 57 6 square feet of 
floor area, but is ideal for a tem ­ 
porary home on the back of the 
lot, a g uest house, a court house, 
or a dwelling for a sing le couple. 
The kitchen has an outside Dutch 
door th a t opens tops or bottom or 
both, thus providing both a door 
and a window in one.

In placing the baseboard in a 
house, the best practice is to have 
it rest on the subfloor and butt 
the finish floor

ish floor, it should be nailed to 
the subfloor and not to the studs. 
Then if shrinkag e or settlem ent 
occlurs.

It Is said th a t basem ents are 
costly , dark and a storag e space 
for odds and ends th a t had better 
be thrown out or disposed of. Base­ 
ments m ake added w ork and stops 
to climb, but they do m ake the 
first floor w arm er in w inter than 
when there is no space under the 
floor unless the first floor is well 
Insulated. 


If one is to do w ithout a base­ 
ment, be sure th at the bottom of 
tlie first floor joists are at least 
two feet above the g round, and 
th a t there is a tig ht foundation 
wall extending from g rade to the 
I joists. This wall should have ven­ 
tilators at about 8 foot intervals. 
If there is no basement, it is wise 
to have a double floor and heavy 
insulating paper placed 
between 
the two floors. 
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RE-ROOFING YOUR H OUSE 
If y ou need a new roof on y our 
home, be sure to find out if it is 
necessary to remove the old roof­ 
ing m aterial and if the roof boards 
are solid. 
Then choose a roofing 
m aterial th a t will harm onize with 
the architecture 
of y our house. 
One 
g ood 
rule is do not select 
queer, g audy and freakish looking 
p atterns in an effort to be orig i­ 
nal, A w ard the con tra ct to a re­ 
liable 
roofing concern 
th a t will 
g uarantee the m aterial to be used 
and the the w orkm anship. While 
the roofing is being done, inspect 
the m etal w ork such as g utters, 
flashing s, valley s e» id downspouts, 
they will prpobably need replac­ 
ing a t certain points. 


The utility room, with its mod­ 
ern 
heating 
plant 
and 
efficient 
method of laundering , m ay be lo­ 
cated close or adjacent 
to 
the 
kitchen and much of the w ork in 
each room m ay be 
carried 
on 
sim ultaneously . This location saves 
m any steps and climbing of stairs. 


Also, a utility room being above 
the g round is more cheerful, lig ht 
and a better ventilated place in 
which to work. 
S torag e closets m ay be built in­ 
to 
the 
room 
for soiled 
clothes 
storag e, brooms, mops, 
cleaning 
equipm ent and other miscellaneous 
storag e. 
The heating plant in m ost mod­ 
ern houses m ay be put in this 
utility room and a shower bath 
if desired. 


HIGH CEILING LIVING ROOM 


CONVERT THE ATTIC 
Perhaps y ou have an attic th a t 
is not being used. 
This m ay be 
converted into a 
play room with 
g y m nasium equipm ent or a study 
or a recreation room. 
K notty pine 
walls g ive the room a friendly a t ­ 
mosphere and modern insulation 
provide in the ceiling and walls 
m akes the room com fortable in 
w inter and summ er. 
If there is no heat in this room, 
a small g as radian t heater m ay 
bo installed or a small oil fur­ 
nace, 
both 
of 
which m ust of 
course have a flue connection to 
the outside. 


PAINTING CONCRETE 
W hen painting 
concrete, it is 
advisable to use only those paints 
which have

especially pre­ 
pared for concrete. P aints which 
are not particularly desig ned for

likely to peel, scale 
and discolor 
as the 
moisture or 
the salts in the concrete react on 
the paint used. 


MIRROR DOORS 
A door is a g ood place for a long 
m irror and a special door is not 
needed because the m irror m ay be 
placed directly over any door by 
fitting a wooden moulding around 
the m irror and attaching 
to the 
door. 
W om en welcome this long 
leng th mirror, particularly . 


SHUT O FF VALVES 
Shut off valves should be a t the 
foot of every ’ cold or 
hot w ater 
riser in the basem ent 
so if 
any 
fixture or pipe is 
in need of re­ 
pairs, the 
w ater 
supply to th at 
particular unit m ay be shut off 
until a plumber arrives to make 
the necessary repairs. 
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DECORATIVE SCREEN DOORS 
W hy not m ake the front screen 
door a ttra c tive ? 
H ave y ou ever 
noticed the screen door on a house 
where there is a beautiful front 
entrance door? W hen the ordinary 
screen door is hung a t such an 
opening , the screen spoils all the 
beauty of the main entrance. 
Screen doors m ay be m ade just 
as beautiful as any other door and 
should be desig ned to be in h ar­ 
mony with the sty le of the house 
and to accord with the entrance 
details. 


TWO STORY HOUSE 
LESS COSTLY 
It is less expensive to build a 
tw o-story house than one all on 
the sam e floor. This is so because 
in the form er case there is less 
roof, less excavation and less foun­ 
dation walls. There is less w aste 
space in long halls; also the sec­ 
ond floor of the same house is 
much easier to heat than the ex­ 
tended one story structure.

The windows in any house are 
a source of much heat loss. H eat

should be provided. 
This is one of 
the best thing s to do to save on 
the loss of heat from the house. 


SQUEAKING DOORS 
When 
y ou 
find 
floorboards 
squeaking , it is likely th a t the 
joists to which they have been 
nailed have slig htly shrunk loos­ 
ening up the nails. To obviate this 
unpleasantness, 
re-nail 
at 
the 
point of the squeak and fill in the 
new nail holes with a wood pateh- 
m g preparation. 


MIRRORS 
M irrors need not be just the 
plain silvered ty pe w ith which we 
are more fam iliar. They m ust be 
colored, 
such as flesh or peach, 
blue or g old, to reflect the color 
schemes of the room in which they 
are installed. 


FIREPROOF SHELVES 
When cupboards arc over the 
cooking rang e, a sheet of asbestos 
should be placed on the underside 
of the cupboard to prevent over­ 
heating of the wood when the cup­ 
board is n ear the stove. 


W RITING DESK 
If y ou need a w riting desk and 
there does not seem to be any 
space for it, equip a cabinet or 
cupboard w ith a door which hing es 
at the bottom and will let down on 
i a hing e or chain and m ake a w rit- 
; ing surface. 


RADIATORS 
M any tim es the radiators in a 
hot w ater heating sy stem, or one 
or two of them , will be cold. The 
thing 
to do is to 
open the air 
valves 
in the 
radiator 
to 
free 
same, which are probably 
filled 
w ith a ir needing release.

000,000.

W iliams told the com m ittee he 
was fam iliar with all the arg u­ 
m ents ag ainst his ag ency , includ­ 
ing the one th a t it was deppres- 
sion-born and was not needed now.

of Oregon,

spoke on the subject "Youth and 
the Juvenile Court” at the Jan u ­ 
ary meeting of the Mt. Morris 
Woman's club held at the home 
of Mrs. M. C. Small. 
Judge Nye 
traced briefly the beginning ma­ 
chinery of law enforcement and 
stated 
that economic conditions 
have lessened criminal cases. De­ 
linquent children can be traced 
to an economic 
rather 
than a 
moral lack. 
Quoting 
J. 
Edgar 
Hoover, Judge Nye stated that 
over 19 per cent of all criminals 
arc under 19 years of age and 
that statistics point toward 
an 
increase 
in youthful 
criminals. 
During the period between 1928- 
1938. fourteen 
boys from Ogle 
county were sent to St. Charles 
at a cost of $8.000 to the state of 
Illinois during their stay there. 
Maintaining 
that 
his subject 
should be delinquent parents and 
that 
it is difficult to 
protect 
children if parents refuse help. 
Judge Nye placed the blame for 
delinquent children on all those 
things that take the family apart 
and break up 
the home 
atmos­ 
phere. ’ On closing he placed the

on

home,

the community, the state and the 
nation.

employed. It has proven valuable 
to both employee and supervisor 
in that both are required to per­ 
form the operation discussed and 
in that way

“boss”

worker understand 
the problems 
connected W’ith it. 
The 
instructor 
explains 
and 
demonstrates the job. then has the 
employee perform, first under su­ 
pervision and later “on his own,” 
explaining to the instructor what 
he is doing and why. This course 
has been very successful at GROP 
under the supervision of Stanley 
Finnifrock who directs J. I. T. in 
conjunction wtih the training de­ 
partment.

other g rain s to prov ide balan ced 
ration s. 
Feed hian u factu rers here to dis­ 
cu ss the problem with ag ricu ltu re 
departmen t officials warn ed that 
u n less steps are taken soon to in ­ 
crease 
processin g 
facilities an d 
possibly to obtain su pplies from 
other cou n tries, farmers will be 
u n able to meet produ ction g oals. 
Failu re to achiev e g oals wou ld 
probably mean a 
fu rther redu c­ 
tion in civ ilian su pplies of meats, 
dairy an d pou ltry produ cts. 
Sou rces of hig h protein feed are 
soy bean s, 
cotton seed, 
pean u ts, 
flax seed, fish, meat scraps, bon e, 
skim milk

alfalfa.
